Steel Shipments 
Delay Project 


Work on tho water plant has 
been slowed down somewhat be­ 
cause of lack of priority for the 
necessary reinforcing steel, accord­ 
ing to City Manager A. V. Aron­ 
son. 
The city has been receiving steel 
ordered some time 
ago. 
Thirty 
tons arrived last week with a pre­ 
vious thirty tons coming in two 
weeks before. Unless a priority is 
granted soon, the next shipmen’ 
of steel w ill not arrive until the 
fourth quarter, or after October 
I. 
Most of the excavation has been 
completed and well points are in 
to lower the water level so con­ 
crete may be poured. 
Work at present as being done 
on the deep well and 12 feet have 
been constructed. 
This 
concrete 
walled well is 15 by SO feet in 
size and will be 
sunk 
approxi­ 
mately 28 feet below where the 
elevation of ground 
was 
when 
work was started, or about 20 feet 
below' water level. 
There is enough steel reinforce­ 
ment to construct the deep well 
and enough for the 
clear 
well 
floor. 
The clear well will be approxi­ 
mately 120 feet by 120 feet by 126 
feet and eleven feet deep or five 
feet below lake water level. After 
the W'ater is pumped into the deep 
well through a 21 inch pipe from 
Lake Michigan, it will be treated 
and pumped into the clear well 
which will be used as a storage 
reservoir for the water until it is 
pumped into the city water mains. 
The clear well will have a solid 
roof over it with four 
feet 
of 
ground over the top. There has

Seen Necessary 


Dollars For Defense 
Important Factor 
By PETER EDSON 
WASHINGTON — (NEA)— ll 
any responsible businessman were 
to walk into 
any 
congressman’s 
office 
and 
say 
“Look, 
Chum! 
Here's how you can save three to 
live billion dollars for the gov­ 
ernment, easy!” the congressman 
would probably listen. If he didn’t 
he’d be derelict. 
Congress has the opportunity to 
cut 
government 
spending 
that 
much in the coming year. But ifs 
passing it up. 
The opportunity to 
make this 
saving comes through passage oi 
a tough price-control bill exten­ 
sion, complete with rollbacks. 
Simple Arithmetic 
The arithmetic of the thing is 
fairly simple. 
Defense Secretary George M ar­ 
shall told Congress recently 
that 
the $35 billion 
appropriated 
for 
military expenses last year was 
buying only $29 billion worth ol 
supplies, as they were priced on 
duly I, 1950. This was just 
after 
the Korean war broke out. 
The $7 billion a year difference 
in costs was due to inflation. Be­ 
cause there were no price controls 
in effect during the last hall 
ot 
1950, prices soared. And the cost 
of national defense went 
up 
20 
per cent. Or, saying it another 
way—the United States 
govern 
ynent got a fifth less national de­ 
fense for the same num ber 
of 
dollars, at their inflated value. 
If the price controls finally put 
into effect in January 1951 
and 
later were kept on the books, the 
assumption is that the estimated 
$49 billion to be spent on national 
defense in the next 12 
months 
would buy $49 
billion 
worth of 
aim s in terms of today’s dollars. 
Price Controls Important 
Economic Stabilization Directoi 
Erie Johnston says, however, that 
if the existing price controls 
and 
rollbacks are not continued in 
full force during the 
coming 12 
months, the cost of these defense 
items will rise from $3 to $5 
bil­ 
lion. That would make the cost ot 
this year’s defense purchases I rom 
$32 to $54 billion. Or, saying it the 
other way. the $49 billion 
to 
be 
spent will buy only $44 billion to 
$46 billion worth ol national de­ 
fense. 
So the 
answer 
to 
this 
little 
problem is simple. Congress could 
save the taxpayers from $3 billion 
to $5 billion merely by continuing 
the price controls 
and 
rollback 
authority now in effect. 
In all the hullabaloo over ex ­ 
tension 
of 
economic 
c o n tr o ls 
which expired on June 30, alto­ 
gether 
too much 
attention 
has 
been paid to beet. Price Stabiliza­ 
tion Director Michael V. DiSalle s 
three proposed rollbacks on meat 
prices are what drew all the tile. 
The resulting heat turned on Con­ 
gress Is what threatens to weaken 
all price controls tor the 
coming 
year. 
What is overlooked hi all this 
excitement over 
beef 
prices is 
tnat rollbacks were also 
ordeied 
on a number 
of 
manufactured 
items. Killing 
these 
rollbacks 
along with the beef 
rollbacks is 
what adds all those billions lo the 
cost of national defense. 
As indicated at the beginning, 
Congress has no 
easier 
way 
to 
save 
the 
taxpayers 
important 
money than by giving the govern­ 
ment full authority to freeze the 
prices of defense items, 
ll Con­ 
gress does not grant this author­ 
ity, the only alternative will be to 
pass huge deficiency 
ap p ro p re-

Take time 
to be careful, the 
Michigan Department of

warned Michigan farmers today 
as the harvesting season got un- 
oerway in earnest.

most hazardous occupations. One 
out of four Michigan people w'ho 
are killed at work are killed while 
farming. Scores are injured every 
day during the harvesting season. 
It offered these suggestions 
for 
Michigan harvesters: 
Know and be sure 
your 
help 
knows the common 
hazards as­ 
sociated with each type 
of 
farm 
equipment you 
use, particularly 
pow’er machinery 
and 
tractors. 
Read your instruction books care­ 
fully and observe their safety pre­ 
cautions. 
Check each machine thoroughly 
before you put it in operation. Ii 
shields or guards 
are loose 
or 
missing, replace them. Check for 
loose bolts on seats and platforms. 
Make sure that all 
universal 
joints are securely 
fastened 
th 
their 
respective 
shafts. 
When 
coupling power take-off m achin­ 
ery to the 
tractor, 
check 
the 
length of telescoping 
shaft for 
correct operating clearance. 
Be 
sure you use a sale, suitable 
pin 
for coupling the machinery draw ­ 
bar to the tractor drawbar. 
Never allow any “passenger” to 
ride on any part 
of 
the 
power 
machine or tractor. Never climb 
on the machine when it is in op­ 
eration. Train the person who is 
t< operate your tractor. Keep in­

away from all machines and trac­ 
tors. 
Stop your tractor and
